This  type  is  similar  in  form  to  a  large  Single,  with  a  row  of 
small  petals  around  the  center  disc,  forming  a  collar,  which  is  as 
a  rule  of  a  different  color.  The  stems  are  long  and  stiff,  holding 
the  flowers  high  above  the  foliage.  This  type  can  be  used  to  make 
up  artistic  table  decorations,  but  they  do  not  have  the  keeping 
qualities  found  in  the  Pompon  type.  They  are  very  attractive 
and  should  be  included  in  every  collection.

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Dahlias  grown  from  seed  will  bloom  the  first  year  and 
reproduce  themselves  from  roots  thereafter.  Should  be 
planted  in  flats  during  March  and  when  the  second  set  of 
leaves  are  developed,  the  plants  should  be  set  out  in  the 
open,  providing  all  danger  from  frost  is  past. 

Mixed  seed  from  named  varieties  can  be  furnished  in 
the  Pompon,  Single,  Miniature  and  Collarette  Types,  also 
a  liinited  quantity  in  the  Large  Varieties.
